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MIXED FARMING 


O n> Sunday, we visited one of 
th e finest, if not the finest, 
purebred Jersey Farm in West¬ 
ern Canada Q t Calgary, nine 
miles out of the city. Here 
wore 35 cows lined up in the 
barn at milking time, clean, 
contented, and giving from 20 
to 05 pounds of milk per day, 
and averaging 5 p.c. nutterfat 
or more. In the yard we saw 
25 or 30 spring calves and year¬ 
lings, all th e surplus stock be¬ 
ing already ordered for a year 
Of two in advance, and no c.ian- 
ce of obtaining a heifer calf 
from this herd until your order 
\va s listed and waited its turn. 

There is not a gallon of this 
milk separated. It is all sold 
whole on th e milk market in 
Calgary, which a t present takes 
nearly 800 pounds per day from 
thi s farm. The monthly income 
from tlie milk is over $300 per 
month every month of the year. 
Not clear profit of course, but a 
steady and guaranteed income. 
It costs considerable to produce 
this amount of milk, and there 
* l as to b e system and regularity 
in taking care of the herd. 

We thought then how much 
easier this herd could be taken 
care of in the Raymond district, 
end oven though the returns 
were 1 not as .high, yet based 
on costs of production and the 
other overhead, the net profit 
would be larger on a consider¬ 
ably dcreased gross return. In 
this district with irrigation, 
alfalfa hay can be raised in 
abundance. Then have beet- 
alasses, one of the finest condi¬ 
tioners that can be obtained, 
and oodles of pulp, which these 
men would like very much to 
feed, were it not that freigat 
makes it unprofitable. 


In order to keep up the herd 
expensive mineral mixtures h n vc 
to be purchased, and it takes a 
big acreage on noil-irrigated 
land to provide the necessary 
feed for them. They find, how- 
i ver, o/eii with this, that it is 
good business, and they p’an on 
increasing production as long as 
then 1 is a steady demand for the 
product. 

We are not foolish enough to 
think that n very great output 
from any herd could be consuni 
ed in our district as whole mils 
Rut with our opportunities for 
feed, cheap and efficient, we „re 
of the opinion that there should 
be many times more dairy cows 
in our district than w 0 have 
now. We have always argued 
that it was a pleasure to take 
care of good cows in a good 
barn, and we are sure that any 
person after seeing the arrange 
mentq for caring for and keep¬ 
ing the herd at this farm would 
agree with us. 

Add t,, our beef and lamb 
feeding in the winter months, 
n well selected and properly car¬ 
ed f r dairy herd, and w e would 
lead the west at least in wealth 
of production year in and year 
out. 

We are not mentioning Jer¬ 
seys with the idea of boosting 
that particular breed more than 
any others. Any good breed is 
good, & anyone who keeps cows 
or any other stock for that mat 
ter, should get the best, and 
then continue to make their 
best better. It takes no mote 
to feed «a heavy producer than 
it does a stripper, and at the 
end of a lactation period you 
have besides a good, cow, a won¬ 
derful record of production to 
think about. 

With the ever growing de¬ 
mand for blitter, cheese and the 
other dairy products there is 
ample room for decided erpan- 
sion in these lines and with a 
small dairy herd, every farmer 
would be guaranteed his daily 
needs as he goes along. Credit, 
except for machinery, cars, etc., 
would be unknowh, and with 
cur ratural advantages, we 
could be a district that would 
demand attention because of on 
well kept and substantial sur¬ 
roundings.

Tht mouth tells e ven more 
about the character than the 
eyes do.

Let us begin a t tht Ivery be 
inning, however, and eliminate 
those emotions which affect the 
expression of the mouth so 
greatly: discontent, bad temper 
and unpleasant thoughts.

Whistling rounds an un¬ 
ifies a large, loose mouth, and

That ever deepening line from 
the nose to the corners of the 
mouth can be prevented and cor 
rected by liberally spreading a 
youthifying tissue cream along 
the line.

1 1 Trash Cover for 

Soil Drift Control 


Trash cover s have proved 
their value again this season 
for protecting .summer-fallows 
from drifting. This is the re¬ 
port made by members of the 
Experimental Station stall who 
have been studying soil drifting 
in various part* of southei n Al¬ 
berta this spring. They also 
report a decided increase in the 
use of trash cove^ and a general 
improvement in cultural pract¬ 
ices used for keeping stubble 
and other trash on the surface 
of fallow **s n protective cov¬ 
ering. For those who may not 
be familiar with what is meant 
by a trash cover it may be stat 
ed that trash cover consists of 
stubble, weeds, and similar ma¬ 
terial left on the surface of the 
soil but incorporated sufficiently 
to anchor it and present it fr m 
drifting. This implies the use 
of ploughless fallows and the 
increased use of implements 
other than the plough. 

It is fortunate that farmers 
are realizing that strip farming 
must be associated with correct 
methods of cultivation if it is 
to be successful. Too frequent¬ 
ly farmers have depended entir¬ 
ely on stripping and have culti¬ 
vated the fallow strips in such a 
manner that the surface has 
been left bare and fine. r f he 
result in such cases was that 
the soil from the fallow strips 
drifted into the stubble and the 
practice of stripping was con¬ 
demned whereas if a, trash cover 
had been used on the fallow 
strips the practice would have 
been successful. 

There is still considerable 
controversy as to the best imp¬ 
lements to use and the most 
effective practices to follow for 
preserving the desired cover. 


Many farmers are finding the 
one way disc a suitable imple¬ 
ment for the first and some¬ 
times for th e second cultivation 
where there is a heavy combin¬ 
ed stubble or where Russian 
Thistle or other vegetation is 
abundant. Clean bindet stubb¬ 
le i s usually covered too com¬ 
pletely *by the one way and on 
such fields tho duckfoot cul ! i- 
vator and rod weeder am to be 
preferred. 

If the duckfoot cultivator will 
not go through the stubble some 
I' rnicis remove the duckfeet 
and use narrow diggers to loos¬ 
en the soil and then follow the 
cultivator with „ rod weeder. 
The common disc is used quits 
extensively for the first culti¬ 
vation out where the stubble is 
light the disc covers it and cuts 
it' tcO much. Another \ isod- 
vantage of the common disc is 
that it does not kill all the v/re f, s 
and must be followed by anoth¬ 
er cultivation in a very short 
time. This is undesirable, not 
only because it adds to the cost 
of tillage, but the greater num¬ 
ber of cultivations increase De 
danger of destroying th P clear¬ 
ed trash cover. 

The cultivation to be used in 
maintaining a trash cov< r will 
vary according to the iron of 
soil and the amount of stubble 
and vegetation, but it c: n be 
stated that trash covers are be¬ 
ing successfully maintained 
where the cultivation is being 
doiio with the right imple pent, 
at the right time and in the 
right way.

HERE ARE SOME OF 
THE WORTHWHILE 
PLANKS IN SOCIAL 
CREDIT PLATFORM— 

If a Social Credit government 
is elected at th e next provincial 
election jt will be called upon, by 
the terms of the platform, to:— 
Establish the principle of the 
basic dividends; halt borrowing 
from outside sources, and cre¬ 
ate credit within the province. 

Establish a “just price” on 
all goods and services; regulate 
the price spread; see that Pro¬ 
ducers shall not be required to 
sell goods for less than the cost 
and that the consumer shall not 
be exploited. 

Amend the Alberta Debt Ad¬ 
justment Act to prevent hasty 
foreclosures on all property, 
framed to meet the require¬ 
ments of all classes of debtors, 
urban and rural.

ber of legislative members. 

Provide for revision of taxa¬ 
tion; provide state health atten¬ 
tion encourage the establish¬ 
ment of essential industries i 
the province; just compensation 
for all workers under the com¬ 
pensation act, and protection of 
the health and safety of the 
men. 

The platform also provides 
that “every Social Credit candid 
ate must agre e to submit to tho 
voters' right oj recall” ftf he 
fails to carry out his election 
pledges.—Cardston News.
